Some years ago a judge residing in Philadelphia was advised to take a 
long journey for rest and recuperation. The condition of his health had 
reached & danger point, so he heeded his physician's counsel and began 
to make preparations for a trip around the world. 
Many hours were spent with his secretary noting the thi that would 
require attention during his long absence. Among the octane items were 
the premiums on a number of different policies. His automobile insur- 
ance was to be canceled. His burglary and> fire insurance were to be 
arranged so as to cover an unoccupied residence. He ordered payment to 
be made of all insurance premiums of various kinds that would fall 
due while he was away, including premiums on several life insurance 
policies. (A better plan would have been to pay them in advance.) 
All preparations having been completed, the judge and his wife and 
daughter sailed from New York for the Orient via the Panama Canal 
and San Francisco. They were gone a year—a year of mingled pleasure 
and anxiety, for the Judge's health did not seem to improve greatly.

Court Declares 
No Limitation on 


Worker Liability 


The State Supreme Court has ruled 
that there is no limitation to the 
time an employer is liable for med- 
ical expense and treatment of an 
employee injured while at work, ac- 
cording to San Francisco advices re- 
ceived here yesterday by State In- 
dustrial Accident Commissioner Car- 
rigan. 

The decision is the first of its kind 
and will create wide interest in busi- 
ness circles, according to the com- 
missioner. Although it was not writ- 
ten, the ruling will have weight, he 
declared. 

In the case of Blankenhorn against 
the Ford Motor Company, the Indus- 

Accident Commission ordered 
he employer to pay compensation 
monthly to a man totally disabled 
for life and also to pay his medica! 
expenses. After being ordered by a 
lower court to fulfill the order, the 
insurance carrier appealed from the 
order covering the medical bills. The 
Supreme Court refused to hear the 
case, ruling, in effect, that the order 
was legal. 

It has been the general rule of 
the commission to order employers 
to pay medical expenses of disabled 
employees only during the first weeks 
or months in which the cases were 
being adjusted, and not after a per- 
manent order for disability compen- 
gation has been made.
